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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9-22-04 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The examiner upholds the rejection set forth in the Final Office Action for 
the reasons set forth below: 

As stated by the applicant, the Hull device includes means for capturing 
camera data and a CPU and transceiver for transmitting the camera data over a 
cellular connection. Hull discloses that a picture may be taken and stored, and 
that the stored image may be pulled from the device's memory to be shown on a 
screen (30) by also including location data acquired from a GPS device (60), i.e. 
the acquired information is associated with the stored picture image data. For 
example, Hull discloses an invention wherein a user may take a picture, and then 
send it to the central server along with the location data. The user will take the 
picture, and the picture may be stored in memory, and GPS data is acquired on 
the basis of such, i.e. on the basis of the picture to be sent, and sent with the 
picture, i.e. associated with it. Since the GPS data is to be included with each 
image, as stated by Hull, the acquired location data is therefore acquired on the 
basis of the picture data. Note that in the case above, the GPS data corresponds 
to the location at which the picture would have been taken, so the GPS data is 
based on the picture taken. As for the use of a time stamp, the time stamp used 
in the rejection is not intended to be read as the acquired information, the GPS 
data of Hull meets said limitation; the time stamp of the prior art is used to 
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demonstrate that including at least time data to captured image data was 
notoriously well-known at the time of the invention in a device such as that taught 
by Hull. 

As to claim 118, Hull reads on the invention of Claim 1 18 in the same 
manner as set forth above; Hull discloses a camera which may have been used 
to take a picture of, as stated in the rejection, a live show (i.e. information (a still 
picture) related to music playing at the time), and the system of Hull includes 
means to acquire information based on the recorded information, as shown 
above regarding claim 1 .
